RUSSIANS WERE AT FAULT 


No Justification for Attack 


the Fishermen,

A Psa .is despatch says: The report 
of the International Commission 
Which investigated the action of the 
Russian Baltic fleet under Admiral 
Rojestvensky in firing on the Game- 
cock trawling fieet while passing 
through the North Sea on Oct. 22 
last, sinking one of the British ves- 
sels, killing two men and wounding 
several others, was made public at 
3.30 o'clock on Saturday afternoon. 

The opinion of the majority of the 
commission is that there were no 
torpedo boats among the trawlers, 
and that Adinival Rojestvensky’s ac- 
tion in firing upon the fishing fleet 
Was therefore unjustifiable. The Rus- 
‘sian commissioner alone dissented 
on this point. He declares that in 
his opinion it was the hostile action 
of the fishing vessels that caused the 
firing by the Russians. 

The comimission finds that the bat- 
tleship Kniaz Suyaroff, while pass- 
ing the trawlers, noticed first a green 
flare and then the appearance of a 
suspicious vessel, which was taken 
to be a torpedo-boat. Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky thereupon gave orders 10 
fire upon this doubtful ¢raft. The 
report continues:— 

“The act of firing on the fishing 
fleet when no torpedo boats were 
present, was, in the opinion of the 
majority of the commission, unjusti- 
fiable. The Russian commissioner 
dissents from this opinion, and holds 
that the action of unknown vessels 
was responsible for what happened. 
The majority consider that the fir- 
ing, even accepting the Russian ver- 
sion, was unduly prolonged. The

fishing fleet was “e no way guilty of 


hostile action.’ 

The commissioners, while recogniz- 
ine that under the circumstances Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky had good reason 
for continuing his voyage, after dis- 
covering his error, without stopping 
to render assistance to the fishermen, 
express regret that he did not, while 
he was in the Wnglish Channel, in- 
form the naval authorities of the 
neighboring powers that the traw- 
lers needed assistance.

A THRIFTY TENOR. 


Tamagno Walked, but His Carringe 
Dill Had to be Paid, 

Several yeurs xo n tenor named 
Tamagno was engaged to come to 
America and sing at the Metropolitan 
Opera EHlouse, New York, He was paid 
$1,000 a night. This is a sum which 
would make many people willing to 
put up with small extra expenses, But 
not so Tamagno. Before leaving Du- 
rope he made a stipulation that he be 
furnished with a carriage to and from 
the opera house every night. This was 
inserted in the contract. 

When he arrived he found a carriage 
waiting at the pier.

Un- 
‘der certain conditions it grows two to 
take the place of one. A starfish may 


lose all its rays without losing its life, 


sand yery often a cripple with but a sin- 


gle ray left is found by fishermen and 


collectors. When completely broken in 
_two the starfish becomes two distinct 
fish, and the growing process contin- 
ues. The brittle starfish, it is believed, 
in many instances breaks off, its own 
rays at the approach of danger. For 
this reason it is difficult to obtain a per- 
_fect specimen. é 


A starfish can neither see nor hear, 
In 


nevertheless, it seeks and devours its 
prey as neatly as an ordinary fish. The 
starfish lies upon its prey and folds its 
“arms,” or rays, completely about it. 


“Then it pushes its stomach out through 


its mouth and will wrap even a large 
oyster and shell within the folds of the 
stomach. The mouth ‘of the starfish is 
in the center of its rays. Diss 

Some great ships are today employed 
almost wholly in seeking for starfish 
specimens in deep seas, and there are 


hundreds of men who spend a portion . 


of their time jin collecting starfish in 
the. interests of science. Many of the 
specimens collected by ships are taken 
from depths of one and even two miles,

The portion of the 
wire containing the dust was wrapped 
in mica. ‘The wire thus charged was 
heated quickly to redness by the cur- 
rent from a battery. On opening the 
wire Pepys found that the diamond 
dust had disappeared and that around 
where it had been the wire had been 
converted to steel.—London Engineer.

“What could we do?’’ the soldiers’ 
asked me aiterwards, when telling 
me of their rush. ‘‘What could we!

On the Russian side beating drums

A night attack has horrors all its 
oWn, and the horrors of many night 
attacks seemed concentrated here. 
The hillsides were already slippery 
with human blood.

BORORO INDIANS. 


How the Boys of This Brasilian 
Tribe Get Their Names, 

In,an interesting article on the abo- 
rigines of Brazil in the current South- 
ern Workman the method of naming 
boys is thus described: 

The ceremony of initiation into the 
rights and privileges of citizenship in 
the Bororo tribe is interesting. The lit- 
tle bronze body of the baby boy is 
more or less daubed with gum or pitch 
and plated with white feathers; then 
early in the morning before the rising 
of the sun the family and friends and 
the priest or conjurer betake them- 
selyes to an eminence near the village. 
And as the sun, the supreme power, 
sweeps majestically upward from be- 
hind the eastern wilderness the con- 
jurer bores the lower lip of the em- 
bryo warrior with an instrument made 
especially for the occasion and beauti- 
fully decorated with brilliant feathers 
and at the same time whispers “Piadu- 
du’ (humming bird) or the name of 
some other animal or object that the 
child is to bear. “Piadudu,” softly re- 
peat the family and friends in turn, 
and thus Piadudu, a favorite name, be 
comes the name of the little one. They 
are yery jealous of their names and 
will not make them known fo aliens. 
In order to become a citizen of the tribe 
a person of alien birth would have to 
reside with it for some time and be 
initiated much as the child is. 


i TEA A WEEK OLD. 


The “Real Good Old Post and Rails” 
of Australia,

THE ROMAN ARENAS. 


They Were Not Mero Rings, as Those 
ot the Modern Circus. 

The arenas of ancient Rome were 
not, as some people suppose, mere 
rings or ovals, such as may be seen 
in the modern circus. They were 
broken up and varied in character ac- 
cording to the nature of the fighting 
to be done or to the caprices of those 
in authority. On one occasion an arena 
might resemble the Numidian desert, 
on another the garden of Hesperides, 
thick set with groves of trees and ris- 
ing mounds, while again it pictured the 
great rocks and caves of Thrace. 

With these surroundings the com- 
batants advanced, retreated, encircled 
their adversaries or kept wild beasts 
at bay as occasion offered or as their 
courage or fear suggested. Men com- 
bated not only with the more common 
brutes, but with such monsters as ele- 
phants, rhinoceroses, hippopotamuses 
and crocodiles. On other occasions 
flocks of game, such as deer and war 
ostriches, were abandoned to the multt- 
tude, and in some cases the arenas 
could be turned into lakes, filled with 
monsters of the deep, and upon the sur-

Pasture Crops. 


By Pror, C, A, ZavirzZ, ONTARIO 
AGRIGQULTURAL CoLLEGn. 


Ward’s Clothing. 


The area of cleared Jand deyoted to 
pasture in Ontario amounts to nearly 
three million acres, and that devoted to 
hay and clover to about two and one- 
half million acres annually. A large 
number of varieties of grasses and 
clovers have been grown in the Experi- 
mental Department of the Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College, both singly and in 
combination, for pasture and for hay. 
The mixture of seed now used for the 
production of pasture for a two years’ 
stand in the short rotation on the Col- 
lege farm is ag follows :—Red Clover, 7 
lbs. ; Alsike Clover, 2 lbs.; Timothy, 4 
lbs. ; and Orchard Grass, 5 lbs., making 
a total of 18 lbs. per acre. This mix- 
ture can also be used for hay, but when 
the chief aim is the production of hay, 
the Orchard Grass is not included and 
only 15 lbs. of seéd per acre are sown. 


Farmers frequently write in. the 
spring of the year, stating that through 
lack of germination of the grass and 
cloyer seed, the killing of the plants by 
the hot dry weather of the summer, or 
the heaving of the clover in the early 
spring, the pasture crop is likely to be 
deficient in the coming season, and ask- 
ing what they can sow in the spring of 
the year that will furnish the best pas- 
ture in the same season. In each of 
four years we conducted an experiment 
in testing fourteen different kinds of 
crops for the production of pasture in 
the same season in which the seed was 
sown. Asa result of these experiments 
we find that we can get better returns 
from a combination of varieties than 
from any one variety sOwn by itself 
The following mixturé, when sown in 
the spring, is likely to be ready for use 
at about six weeks after the seed is sown 
and to give good satisfaction in furnish- 
ing pasture throughout the summer: 

Oats, one andyone-half bushels; Early 
{| Amber Sugar Cane, thirty pounds; and 
Common Red Clover, seven pounds; 
thus making a total of eighty-eight 
pounds of seed per acre, 

Sometimes a farm contains a consider- 
able amount of ‘comparatively rough 
land, or fields which lie at a long dis- 
tance from the buildings, and the owner 
is anxious to use a mixture of grasses 
and clovers which will make a per- 
manent pasture. From twenty years’ 
results in testing different varieties of 
grasses and clovers, both singly and in 
combination, we would suggest the fol- 
lowing mixture for permanent pasture 
on an average soil: Orchard Grass, 4 
lbs.; Meadow Fescue, 4 lbs.; Tall Oat 
Grass, 3 lbs.; Timothy, 2 1bs.; Meadow 
Foxtail, 2 lbs.; Lucerne, 5 lbs.; Alsike 
Clover. 21bs.; and White Clover, 2 Ibs. ; 
thus making a total of 24 pounds of seed 
per acre. Some of these varieties pro- 
duce grass very early in the spring; 
while others are later and furnish a 
good bite during the hot dry weather 
which occurs frequently in the months 
of July and August. The seed can be 
sown in early spring either with or 
without a grain crop. Such a mixture 
8 |'as this, when once well established on’ 
suitable land. should form a pasture 
abundant in growth, excellent in qual- 
ity; and permanent in character.

The Marble Bible of Burma. 

Great as has been the amount of la- 
bor expended on the various Bibles of:

Buddhist monument near Mandalay, in: 

It consists of about 700 tem- 
ples, each containing a.slab, of white 
marble on which the whole of this 
Buddhist Bible, containing oyer 8,000,- 
000 syllables, has been engraved. The . 
Burmese alphabet is uséd, but the lan- 
guage is Pali. This wonderful Bible is 
absolutely unique... The Kutho-daw 
was erected in 1857 by Mindon-min, the 
last king but one of Burma, The vast 
collection of temples together form a 
square, with a dominating temple in the 
center. Hach of the marble slabs on 
which the sacred text is inscribed is 
Surmounted by an ornamental canopy 
in pagoda form. ae 


Cook Island Laws. 

There are some strange laws in the 
Cook islands, in the eastern Pacific. The 
population is Maori and each island. 
legislates for itself. The island coun- 
cil of Manihiki, one of the group, has 
in force an ordinance to regulate vil- 
lage life within the islund. It begins 
by re-enacting “the ancient law of 
Manihiki as to dogs” and sentencing to 
death any dogs on the island. Pigs are 
not to wander at large, and any person 
going about after 9 p. m. may be ar- 
rested and taken, to the courthouse to 
explain. his reason for being abroad. No 
debt incurred by a native inhabitant is 
to be recoverable in any court. Selling 
or giving intoxicating liquor to any 
native inhabitant is punishable with a 
fine of $50. ; ;

The tenement house. which we seek to 
disguise under the name of “flat,” is a 
most wretched substitute forthe hum- 
blest of homes. That our people endure 
them is an indication of degeneracy, as 
it will unquestionably be the cause of 
a more rapid descent. It is morally 
certain’ thnt the vigor of the race can 
be maintained only by personal con- 
tact with the mother-earth from which 
we spra%g, which noutishes us to her 
bosom when we die. Why this is, per- 
haps no one knows, but it is within the 
khowledge of all that the vigor of the 


| city is constantly recruited from coun- 


try life. To deprive children of daily, 
contact with the soil is a sin, 

The eyil of the tenement house was 
not realized until it passed from the 
slums, because few of us know how the 
other half lives. It is perhaps not so 
desperate a misfortune to those who 
live by manual labor, for they get their 
contact with earth in other ways, and 
their children, less vexed by the con- 
ventions’ of society, find access to the 
soil by some means and pass, while 
still young, to the occupations of their 
parents. The most terrible effect of the 
tenement house is in the families of the 
“salaried” class as distinguished from 


| the “wage earners” and who flit from 


flat to flat, seldom remaining long 
enough anywhere for home associa- 
tions to be formed. There can perhaps 
be no home associations worthy of the 
name which are not connected with a 
piece of open ground in the sole pos- 
session of the family. It would seem 
that in our larger cities this privilege 
can no longer be enjoyed except by the 
rich.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


Music an a Profession.

At thif%~eason of the year the ques- 
tion of the farmer’s garden comes up. 
Too often the arrangements for the 
making of the home garden are ne- 
glected till too late, and especially is 
this so in regard to the ordering of the 
seeds, It frequently occurs that it is 
necessary to order some varieties of 
seeds from a distance and therefore it is 
well to decide early what varieties are 
to be planted. The following list of 
varieties of vegetables has been pre- 
pared with a view to aiding in the 
choice of kinds suitable for the home 
garden, and very brief culture notes 
have been appended to each, 

AspARAGUS—Conover’s Colossal and 
Palmetto. Plant in rows 4 feet apart, 
and two feet apart in the rows; apply 
manure liberally and cultivate thor- 
oughly. 

Brans—Summer, Golden Wax; Au- 
tumn, Burpee’s Bush Lima; Winter, 
Navy. Sow when danger of spring 
frost is past. 

Brrrs—Globe, Egyptian Turnip; 
Long Smooth Blood. Sow as soon as 
ground is fit to work. ‘Thin when 
small to 8 inches apart, and take out 
every other one as soon as they are 
large enough to use. 

Carrots—Chantenay and _ Scarlet 
Nantes. Sow early and thin the same 
as beets. : 

CanBaGn-Harly, Winningstadt ; late, 
Flat Dutch and Savoy; Red, Mammoth 
Red, Sow seed of early variety in hot 
bed about middle of M and trans-

Musk-Mrton—Rocky Ford or Enier- 
ald Gem and Montreal Market. Sow 
seed in enriched and well prepared soil 
when danger of 
should be five or six feet apart. 

Onions—Yellow Danvers, _ Prize- 
Taker, and Red Wethersfield. Sow 
seed as early as possible. The thin- 
nings may be used as green onions, 

Parsnips—Hollow Crown. Sow as 
early as possible and thin to six inches 
apartin row. Leave part of the crop in 
ground over winter for Spring use. 

PrAs—Early, Steele Briggs’ Extra 
Early, Medium, Gradus; Late, Cham- 
pion of England, Sow early kinds as 
early as possible, and others at inter- 
vals of two weeks to obtain succession 
of crops. ee; 

Poratons—Early, Early Ohio; Late, 
Empire State. eep potatoes for early 
planting in a warm room in the light 
for three weeks before planting. Plant 
a few for early use as soon as the 
ground is fit to work, and follow with 
others when’ danger of frost is past. 
Plant late varieties about the 24th of 
May. 4 

RHUBARB— Victoria, or any carefully 
selected seedling variety. Plant 4 feet 
apart, Manure liberally, cultivate 
thoroughly, and break out seed stalks 


row. Part of the crop may be left 

in the ground over winter for Spring 
use, 
SaQuasn—Summer, Crookneck and 
White Bush Scallop. Winter, Hub- 
bard. Do not plant until danger of 
spring frost is over.

Lord Brassey Favors Torpedo- 
boat Destroyer Class—To 
Watch Other Navies. 


Lord Brassey, in the courso of a 
lecture to the Institution of Civil 
Engineers on naval shipbuilding, said 
the latest official statistics showed 
Wngland held a commanding position 
in numerical strength of its fleet, but 
the rapidity with which vessels be- 
came obsolete made it imperative 
that the designs and principles of 
construction of future vessels should 
receive careful attention. 

Lord Brassey thought they should 


carefully watch the work in progress 
for foreign navies, and he instanced 
four vessels of the Vittorio Hmman- 
uel type now building for the Italian 
navy. In the growth of dimensions, 

Wngland has always led the way, he 
said, and in the hands of her skilful 
navy architects the growing dimen- 
sions had given more than a propor- 
tionate gain in fighting efficiency, 
but on the other side various argu- 
ments could be advanced that in 
naval battles numbers must tell, and 
if units were less costly more of 
them could be built.

The late Alexander Begg, who died 
recently in New York, was for many 
years one of the best known newspaper 
men and immigration workers in Can- 
Mr. Begg was born on May 7th, 
1825, in the parish of Watten, Caith- 
nesshire, Scotland, and was educated at 
a private school and at the Normal 
School, Edinburgh, Scotland, obtaining 
a teacher’s first-class certificate. In 
1846 he came to Canada, and taught 
school at West Huntingdon, Madoc and 
Oshawa. In company with Mr. J. E. 
McMillan, he started The Messenger, 
the first paper published in Bowman- 
ville, and afterwards The Sentinel at 
Brighton, and The Advocate at ‘Trent- 
on. In later years he represented The 
Globe at Ottawa during several Parlia- 
mentary sessions, afterwards founding 
The Muskoka Herald and The Cana- 
dian Lumberman. His other literary 
efforts included a history of British 
Columbia and many minor publications.

The Way a Financter's Clerk Extem- 
porized a Cipher. 


When Wall street first caught the 
fever for “industrial combinations” and

himself in Chicago in extreme need of 
communicating with his New York of- 
fice.

AN ODD WHIST HAND. 


It Looks Like a Sure Winner, but 
Can Take Only Six Tricks. 

To any one familiar with whist the 
following hand is bound to look pret- 
ty good:

Spades.—Ace and king. 

Clubs.—King and jack.

It looks like a good thing for eleven 
tricks sure and possibly for twelve. 
Should any whist player of experiencé 
get such a hand, however, he will be 
mighty apt to be as suspicious as the 
poker player who is dealt four king,

holds the ace and queen of clubs and 
one small club. What his other ten 
cards are makes no difference. 

The partner of the person holding 
the good hand holds the thirteen other 
cards, and it makes no difference what 
they are, The “good” hand has thé 
lead, and if any whist player wishes to 
verify the assertion he may try from 
now until doomsday and yet not be 
able to take more than six tricks witl 
the hand. It is impossible by good 
bad or indifferent play to take a singl 
trick more, provided, of course, th 
dealer and his partner play their hand 
properly.

JAPANESE NEW YEAR’S, 


A Day of Religious Rites and Spe- 
cially Prepared Dishes. 

To a devout Japanese breakfast on 
New Year’s day is a religious rite rath- 
er than a yulgar satisfaction of the ap- 
petite, says the London Chronicle. No 
ordinary dishes are consumed at this 
me:l, The tea must be made with wa- 
ter drawn from the well when the first 
ray of sun strikes it, a potpourri of 
materials specified by law forms the 
staple dish, while at the finish a meas- 
ure of special sake from a red lacquer 
cup must be drained by whosoever de- 
sires happiness during the coming year. 

In the room is placed an “elysian 
stand,” or red lacquer tray, covered 
with evergreen leaves and bearing a 
rich dumpling, a lobster, oranges, per- 
simmons, chestnuts, dried sardines and 
herring roe. All these dishes haye a 
special signification. The names of 
some are homonoymus with words of 
happy omen; the others haye an alle- 
gorical meaning. The lobster’s curved 
back and long claws typify life pro- 
longed till the frame is bent and the 
beard is long; the sardines, which al- 
ways swim in pairs, express conjugal 
bliss; the herring is symbolical of a 
fruitful progeny. 

These dishes are not intended for con- 
sumption, although in most cases the 
appetite is fairly keen. The orthodox 
Japanese not only sees the old year out; 
he rises at 4 to welcome the newcomer 
and performs many ceremonies before 
he breaks his fast.

The word “prejudice’ -comes from 
two Latin words, “pro” or “pre,” be- 
forehand, and “judico,” I judge. There- 
fore “prejudice” means the forming of 
an opinion beforehand or before knowl- 
edge. To form an opinion or declare a 
judgment concerning any subject with- 
out or ignoring knowledge is “preju- 
dice.” An opinion formed after a life- 
long acquaintance and experience and 
after thorough inyestigation and study 
may be erroneous, but cannot properly 
be styled “prejudice.” When the teach- 
Ing and experiences of the world are 
disregarded, when the facts of history 
and science are ignored or denied, the 
conclusions. or opinions thus arrived at 
must not only be mistaken, but they 
must be the result of prejudice.

A RIDE UP PIKE’S PEAK, 


It Is Linble to Almost Literally Burst 
Your Head Open, 

To take a pleasure ride that almost 
literally bursts your head open is a 
novelty thrilling enough, it is to be pre- 
sumed, for the most eager thrill seeker, 
But that is what often happens to 
him who essays the dizzy heights of 
Pike's peak, 14,000 feet above sen level.
